For many reasons the managaMBt of 
Sua Broa.' World'a Pracraeaive Shows 
basdaoidadio ab aadaa tiM street pa- 
rade which baa, ia yoaia paat, been the 

usual thing with, traveling Miaalgations 

of this size and character. It is set 
forth in many instances the late arrival 
of the trains bearing the paraphernalia 
makes it impossible togive aparadeand 
start the afternoon performance on time. 
Through these delays tba public ia com- 
pelled to ozpariaaoa a todiaw wait, 
while tlw work of pnpariaf lar tha per- 
formance goes on. Agate it ia ooaaldor- 
ed an unnecessary hardship to compel 
men. women and horses to parade for 
one or two hours before beginning the 
afternoon performance, especially where 
il is considered that two shows every 
day an tha ralo with thia ozooptioa. By 
doing away with tho stfoot fafaaat, 
men and women and iMnaa aia fraah 
for their performance and it wonM aaam 
that the public is entitled to a perfect 
performance, which it pays for, rather 
than a free street parade which gives, 
at best, but a poor idea of the magni- 
tude of tha asbibition. 

Anothar faaaan which ha« aorvad to 
induce tho dooMon la tho fM»4hat aot^ 
chants in the cities visiled-object to pa- 
rades because they interrupt business 
and interfere with general traffic. So 
strenuous is this objection that in many 
cities a permit to parade cannot be se- 
cured, and in other pUcoa tho fee do- 
maadad ia eat aa aaoh aa azhoiMtaot 
rale that li practically prohibits street 
parades. In any event the management 
is satistied that the public prefers after- 
noon performances given with snap and 
vigor, displaying the best efforts of the 
participants, rather than to have iheir 
entertaiaaoat intarferred with through 
tba/atigao wf lha pailiaipaau after oaa 
or two houra of atraot paradiag ia all 
sorts of weather. The many aoaaatica- 
al free acts that are offered on the show 
grounds at the noon hour will be ample 
reward for the elimination of ihe back- 
neyed parade of other daya. 

The show will positively exhibit at 
Richmond afternoon and night, Wednes 
day, Aug. 27lh, rain or shine.
